NEVADA'S SALVATION. 


Senator Jon»» Soys It Lies In Irrigation 


and Favors tho Establishment of an 
Elaborate System by the State. 


CBIST.S IN POBTCQAI. 


Reasons for Anticipating tlie Overthrow 


of the Reigning House. 


October ll.-JOnlted States 


Senator John P Jones, of Kevada, who is 
on his way home from bis Congressional 
duties at Washington, is stopping at the 
Hoffman House. 


Speaking of Nevada he said: "Well, I 


have no doubt but the Republicans will be 
successful this Fall, and with an increawd 
majority. The member ol Congress and 
tho Legislature will be elected, and the 
coming Legislature is to sleet ft United 
States Senator to succeed myself, and there 
will be a -vigorous contest for the plaoe. 
There may be a Republican candidate to 
compete with me, but I trait I nm not 
tranictndinR the bounds of modesty when 
I say that I anticipate re-election." 


Inquiry w«s made whether the down- 


ward course of tha State in regard to 
population and wealth could not be ar- 
rested. 


"There is but one way in which that can 


be done," was the reply, "and that is the 
assumption by the State of good but arid 
lands which are within her borders, and 
establishing an elaborate system of irriga- 
tion. We should have been gUd if the 
United States had undertaken this enter- 
prise, but as it was not done we shall push 
a little bill for the eoheme I have outlined 
through the Legislature next session."

Advices from Portugal are ol the utmost 


.-ravily. A revolution that would over- 
throw the house of Brngatizi may break 
out at any moment, and the chance* would 
1)e very much in f*vor of its success. 
Young King Cailos ia in a predicament 
from which war with England might be a 
happy deliverance. The feeling in the 
nation is almost as intense against the 
reigning house as it is against the English, 
and the invalid and inexperienced young 
monarch is held op to obloquy as the facile 
tool of Lord Salisbury in robbing Portugal 
of her colonial possessions, 


To defy England on one hand means the 


loss of all that remains to Portugal and the 
complete humiliation of that country. To 
comply with England'* demands means 
the probable If not certain overthrow of 
the monarchy, 


Later information shows that tha recent 


distobanoes at Lisbon were much more 
serious than were at the time reported, 
both as to the extent o! the demonstrations 
and the force, required to suppress them, 
but those demonstrations also revealed the 
grave fact that neither the army nor police 
oan be relisd upon in any attempt to over- 
throw the monarchy. 


Republican feeling in Portugal is very 


strong, especially since the revolution in 
Brazil, with which Portugal has always 
been intimately associated in eontiment, as 
in origin, and then the present Government 
of France ia decidedly hostile to King 
Carlos, because of the fact that his wife is 
a daughter ot the Count of Paris. France 
therefore would not be at all adverse to 
seeing tho bouss of Orleans weakened by 
the expulsion of Queen Emilia and her

CAn extraordinary story is telegraphed I 
'rom St Petersburg. It w probable that 
no romauoer ever imagined a more dra- 
matic inot<l»nt. A yotu g profss-ior of mod- 
iciap, Koucharsky, closed tt lecture 01 
poisonous acid to lin o'aai tu tha laborntory 
of tbe University by pouring into a glass 
some drops of one of tbe poisons, saying 
as be drank them, "In two minutes yon 
are geiog to see a man dia before your 
eyes. Gentlemen, I bid you faoewell." 
The students rushed up and tried to admin- 
ister an antidote, bnt it was powerless. At 
the expiration of the time be bad fixed, 
Eoaobaraky was a corpse.

School. At first it was thought that some 
•icientifio experiment was in progress, but 
the awful tidings soon spread and a crowd 
hurried to the spot. Militory measures 
was at once taken, to maintain Order. 
Church bells were set ringing, and no one 
was allowed ineuU tie prrc.neta of the 
school but rdiitives fiad frlonds of thobe 
attendn g.

The Department ot the Interior is send- 


ing out a circular whioh announces an im- 
portant change in the land laws. By its 
terms no person can file or enter more tlian 
320 acres of public land hereafter. 
For 


instance, it one files on 320 cores of desert 
land he is forever barred from entering n 
homestead or filing any other claim under 
the various acts of Congress providing for 
the disposal of the public domain. This 
law, however, will not prevent any one 
who acquired public laud previous to 
August 30th last from filing upon 320 acres 
more, provided, ho had not exhausted his 
rights previously. 


A new blank for afncfavita accompanies 


the circular, to be used in all entries after 
August 30th, in whioh the intending set- 
tlor awoars that he has not after that 
entered or filed upon a quantity of laud 
which, with the tracts applied for, would 
make more than 320 acres.

A FEARFUL TRAGEDY.
